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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In response to the Office action dated June 1 , 2005 the Amendment has been 
received on August 19, 2005. 

Claims 1 and 13 have been amended. 

Claims 1-25 are currently pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1- 52 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-12 are allowed because prior art fails to teach or make obvious a 

method for generating an x-ray exposure of an examination subject having a 
longitudinal extent in a longitudinal direction and exhibiting a curved geometry 
throughout the longitudinal extent, in a projection direction perpendicular to the 
longitudinal direction, comprising the steps of: moving an x-ray source and an x-ray 
detector in coordination with each other in the longitudinal direction along a curved path, 
substantially co-extensive with the longitudinal extent and substantially conforming to 
the curved geometry of the subject as claimed in combination with all elements of the 
claim 1 . Claims 2-12 are allowed by virtue o their dependence. 
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Claims 13-25 are allowed because prior art fails to teach or make obvious an x- 
ray system for producing an x-ray exposure of an examination subject having a 
longitudinal extent in a longitudinal direction and exhibiting a curved geometry 
throughout the longitudinal extent, in a projection direction perpendicular to the 
longitudinal direction, comprising: a control device operating a mounting arrangement 
for moving an x-ray source and an x-ray detector in the longitudinal direction along a 
curved path substantially co-extensive with the longitudinal extent and substantially 
conforming to the curved geometry as claimed in combination with all elements of the 
claim 13. Claims 2-12 are allowed by virtue o their dependence.
